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Presented  here  is ^ the  Behavioral  Repertoire! as  it  was  used  to 


assess 


quantitatively  the  personal-social  behavior  of  clients  in  the  Service 
liitegration  for  Deinstitutionalizaticai  (SID)  project.  Also  listed  are 
norms  (means  and  standard  deviaticxis)  for  each  item  in  the  inventory 
and  for  the  surntarized  groupings  of  items.  Ihe  three-fold  normative 
sanple  is  comprised  of  all  those  mentally  ill  (MI),  mentally  retarded  (MR), 
and  Juvenile  offender  (JO)  clients  who  were  residing  in  a state  Institution 
and  vdx>  had  been  assessed  with  the  Instrument  by  the  time  the  final 
in-house  project  report  was  written  (February  1975). 

Hie  nuirtoer  of  item  answerings  was  used  to  calculate  the  means  and 
standard  deviations.  For  individual  items  this  number  was  approximately 
equal  to  the  number  of  clients,  but  for  surrmary  groupings  of  items  it 
exceeded  greatly  the  number  of  separate  individuals  contributing  to  the 
sum  of  scores.
